Reasons For Allowance

reference has failed to disclose or suggest a method for full occlusion of a vascular vessel by 
delivering a remodelable submucosal tissue / a collagenous biomaterial as recited in the 
independent claims of the present invention. 

Withdrawn claims 28, 30, 34, 36, 42-44, 51, 54, 64-66 have been rejoined and allowed. 

Claims 27-37, 40-44, 47-51, 54-55, 57-58, 61 and 64-66 are allowed.
